(4P)—A court-appointed arbiter re- 
ported today that the Fidelity In- 
vestment Association, a nation- 
wide investment loan organization, 
was solvent and recommended dis- 
missal of receivership proceedings.

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KEEP UP THE FIGHT 

Cancer has come forward so rapidly as a 
known cause of death, ranking second only to 
heart diseases, that a well organized, co-opera- 
tive attack is held out by the doctors as the 
only hope of defeating it. In recognition of this, 
Georgia was the first southern state to take up 
the fight. A law was enacted in 1937. It called 
for an educational program and facilities for 
the diagnosis and treatment of indigent persons 
suffering from the dreaded disease. Funds were 
appropriated to put the plan into effect. 

One of the first steps taken, and upon which 
success necessarily depended, was the appoint- 
ment of a conference committee, composed of 
physicians, by the Medical Association of Geor- 
gia. It’s purpose was to work with the State 
Department of Health. Rules and regulations 
were adopted. To maintain a high level of 
practice and to prevent indigent sufferers from 
falling into the hands of quacks, it was pro- 
vided that state aid patients should not be sent 
to any diagnostic or treatment center which 
did not conform to the minimum standards for 
cancer clinics of the American College of Sur- 
geons. 

The whole organization—the equipment, the 
treatments, the staffs, the records—was built 


on this basis. The detail of treatment was, of 


course, left to the judgment of the clinic staffs. . 


t now requires on the average of only five days 

from the time a patient is suspected of having 
cancer to the time he enters the nearest ap- 
proved clinic. 

Results achieved during the short time the 
cancer control division of the State Health De- 
partment has been in operation is indicative of 
what can be done with full co-operation of all 
cconcerned—particularly the patient. During 
the first 13 months, up to December 1, 1938, a 
total of 1,466 applications from 149 counties 
were received. Fourteen hundred and forty-one 
were approved. In the seven-clinics which have 
made complete records to date, out of 1,259 pa- 
tients accepted, 953 had cancer. Three hun- 
dred ninety-six, be it noted, had non-mallignant 
diseases, treatment for which was given in time. 

It is remarkable what medical science can 
do if the patient will submit promptly to treat- 
ment. Of the 953 persons who actually had 
cancer when reporting to the clinics, 334, or 35 
per cent, have been cured or the disease arrest- 
ed to such an extent as to enable them to re- 
turn to work. One hundred and twenty-seven 
others have shown decided improvement, 

Unfortunately, however, the funds appro- 
' priated by the legislature for this work have 
been exhausted. No matter how enthusiastic 
the doctors and their assistants have become 
over the progress made, or how efficient the 
clinics, the work must stop, if additional funds 
are not provided. Several hundred sufferers 
must be left at various stages of cure. Hundreds 
of others, hoping to reach that stage, must be 
abandoned. 

The Georgia program, because of its notable 
success, has been adopted as a working standard 
for the guidance of other states, upon the rec- 
of the surgeon general of the 
United States. Is this enviable position, the 
eains made against one of the most cruel 
enemies of mankind, to be abandoned for the 
sake of a. few dollars?

FOR ANOTHER AIRPORT 

The support of every Atlanta organization 
and every Atlantan should be given the newly- 
formed Aero Club in its efforts to secure a sec- 
ond airport for the city. 

With the development of aviation have come 
many probiems to the city, all of which have 
so far been met in a far-seeing manner. One 
remains to be settled, probably as serious as 
any which have been eliminated heretofore. 
That is the problem of extending runways at 
the Candler airport to accomodate the larger 
commercial ships soon to be placed in service. 
That accomplished, Candler field will become 
one of the finest commercial airports in the 
country, as it has been during the era of avia- 
tion’s infancy. 

But Candler field is, and must remain, pri- 
marily a commercial field. Even today the ac- 
tivities of private fliers make the traffic prob- 
lem serious. It is no wild assumption to say 
that within the next two years private opera- 
tions in Atlanta will be doubled. 

For that reason the intention of the Aero 
Ciub to obtain a second airport, devoted to the 
use of private fliers and in connection with the 
new government training of Georgia Tech 


students, is worthy of the deepest consideration 
and unselfish support. Much of the cost can 
be met by the federal government through the 
use Of WPA labor, a consideration which may 
not be possible a year or two from now. The 
field should, within a few years, become self- 
supporting. It would eliminate the danger of 
congested traffic at Candler field, provide a 
closer relationship between amateur pilots, more 
or less impossible in the necessarily business- 
like atmosphere of Candler field, and, through 
this, deepen the interest of the general public 
in the field of aviation. 

Aviation will grow by leaps and bounds in 
the immediate future. Atlanta must be pre- 
pared to grow with it. 


BARCELONA : 

A conquering army marched yesterday into 
the once-beautiful, once-song-filled city of Bar- 
celona. A civilian population which had lived 
for weeks in semi-starvation, and for days un- 
der the grinding blasts of huge shells and aerial 
bombs, greeted the invaders with at least sur- 
face joy—anything, even subjection, was to be 
preferred to the constant, heart-gripping fear 
of man-made death. 

To the northward, the remnants of the poor- 
ly-equipped forces which defended the city 
against this military machine formed new lines. 
Modern war knows no rest save death, though 
the end be inevitable. ae 

Farther to the north, across the Pyrenees, 
Frenchmen watched this dress rehearsal for a 
greater drama in the full knowledge that with 
the fall of Bacelona war came nearer to their 
own homes and to their own people. Italian 
and German guns, troops and bombers had 
been forged into the army which captured Bar- 
celona, and soon Italian and German guns, 
troops and bombers would lie along the border 
from Irun to Llansa, and a third frontier would 
needs be defended. 

Months ago, when it became evident Musso- 
lini had determined upon victory at any cost for 
the Fascist Insurgent army, France could have 
prevented this final rout by the opening of her 
borders to supplies and arms for the Loyalists. 
International morality, which hampered Hitler 
and Ij Duce not at all, and a lack of support 
from the Chamberlain government, prevented 
this. The price has been a third border to be 
defended. The result is the same as though 
Hitler and Mussolini had by a stroke of the 
hand wiped out three full divisions of the 
French army, the minimum force needed to 
withstand an enemy in the mountain gateways 
to the rich plains of Garonne. Thus have the 
aemocracies of Europe lost the fight. First the 
Czech divisions and now these French forces. 

Even that is not all. Italian forces make 
another threat in the Balearic islands, which 
lie astraddle the colonial life-line of the French 
empire. It is only the most simple-minded who 
would believe this advantageous position will 
be yielded by the dictators. The end of the 
Spanish war will also, probably, nullify the 
Strength of Gibraltar. Across the straits lies 
Cueta, in Spanish Morocco, now fortified by 
German forces and as effectually controlling 
traffic through the entrance to the Mediter- 
ranean sea as does the British colossus, within 
range of heavy artillery. 7 

The end of the Spanish war will not come 
immediately, but is inevitable soon. The cap- 
ture of the last small segment of Catalonia 
will release a powerful army of 300,000 men for 
service under far better conditions to the south. 
The impotence of the Loyalist forces in the di- 
version recently attempted reveals the hopeless- 
ness of their cause. The fall of Barcelona may 
well be compared to the fall of Atlanta in the 
War Between the States. Madrid will be the 
Richmond of the Spanish civil war. Its Appo- 
mattox will then be at hand; an Appomattox 
marking the beginning of a era no less trying 
than the American reconstruction days. 

Then will come the final crisis. It is prob- 
able Prime Minister Chamberlain will seek an- 
other four-power appeasement conference in 
the hope Mussolini will live up to his promise 
to withdraw from Spain, one which recalls his 
promise to withdraw Italian troops from the 
Insurgent ranks and which was met by an 
actual increase in both men and supplies. 
British sources report, with seeming authority, 
that Chamberlain has not been swerved from 
his determination to seek appeasement, but 
there remains serious doubt the British public 
will support any further yielding to the “gimme” 
nations. 

It appears probable the dice will be cast 
before the poppies bloom again; dice that are 
loaded by the Fascist capture of Barcelona, once 


the city of a rich culture, today a battered hulk 
of Kultur.

DU PONTS COIN A WORD 

(From The Memphis Commercial Appeal.) 

Du Ponts are numbered already among the 
successful coiners of words in the world, and re- 
ports from Delaware are that they have done it 
again. “Cellophane,” though really a made term 
and protected legally, has come to be a common 
noun used by all the people. 

Anyhow, we are informed by the public prints 
that the du Ponts, in intervals between Liberty 
Leaguing and New Deal scoring, are having ground 
broken in Delaware for an $8,000,000 plant to 
manufacture nylon, a substance made from coal, 
air and water that rivals or Surpasses natural 
silk. It seems that “nylon” doesn’t mean any- 
thing specially, but is just a couple of syllables 
somebody thought up and applied to the new 
stuff. Production will not be had immediately, of 
course, but if the predictions of the inventors are 

in due course of time “nylon” will be as 
familiar from much use as “cellophane” is now.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

THE SPANISH EMBARGO WASHINGTON. Jan. 26.— It’s 
pretty clear that the Spanish em- 


bargo will not be lifted. The President broadly hinted that it ought 
to be in his message to congress on the state of the Union. The !ast 
Republican secretary of state, Henry L. Stimson, one of the abiest 
and most honorable of public servants, ardently agrees with the 
President. Among experts on foreign affairs who study only this 
country’s interest abroad, omitting all political, moral and religious 
considerations, there is virtual unanimity that the embargo was a 
mistake. 

But there are only two ways to lift the embargo. One is the 
exceedingly controversial method suggested by Stimson—a presi- 
dential executive order. Unfortunately, whatever the language of 
the legislation, the intent of congress was clearly that the embargo 
should be mandatory. The President has admitted that State De- 
partment lawyers are studying the Stimson suggestion. Yet, to act 
on it, he would not only have to ignore the congressional intent, Dut 
also to offend vastly powerful pressure groups. The chances that 
he will do so are slim. indeed. 

The other way to lift the embargo is for the congress to remove 

The chances of congressional action are, if anything, slimmer 
than the chances of presidential action. So far, not one senator has 
introduced a bill specifically dealing with the embargo. There is 
no discoverable strong sentiment for such a bill. And the senate 
foreign affairs committee has just indefinitely deferred hearings on 
the question.

A CASE HISTORY The contradictions in this situation are the 

result of a course of events which make 
the best possible case history in American foreign policy. To begin 
at the beginning, the embargo was laid shortly after the outbreak 
of the Spanish civil war, when it became evident that other Euro- 
pean powers were deeply interested in the conflict’s outcome. The 
fever for mechanical neutrality was then at its height. The British 
foreign office had persuaded the State Department that it was vital 
to “localize” the troubles in Spain, in order to avoid general Euro- 
pean war. The department and the mechanical neutrality crowd 
got together, and whipped the embargo through congress before you 
could say Adolf Hitler. 

It was soon evident that, since Franco’s Rebels were amply sup- 
plied with arms by Germany and Italy, the embargo discriminated 
directly against the Loyalist forces. Among eastern liberals (once 
the strongest exponents of mechanical neutrality), an agitation 
against the embargo quickly began. The peace of Munich, with its 
threat of Fascist world domination, intensified and broadened the 
attack on the embargo. 

From a coldly practical point of view, a Loyalist victory in Spain 
can mean only the establishment of an exceedingly weak, perfectly 
ineffectual left-wing government. Victory for General Franco, on 
the other hand, may well mean Fascist domination of the Medi- 
terranean. Moreover, Italy and Germany can ask for no better base 
than a Fascist Spain, to carry on pro-Fascist propaganda in Spanish- 
minded, Spanish-speaking South America. Since world Fascism’s 
onward march is directly threatening to this country, it’s obvious 
that American interests will be best served by a Loyalist victory. 
Such, at least, is the reasoning of impartial experts like Henry 
Stimson. 


THE GREAT QUESTION There are many connected prob- 


lems, such as the danger of seem- 
ing unneutral by repealing the embargo, and the possibility that 
the Loyajjst cause is now a hopeless one. But these problems, which 
do deserte consideration, are not important factors in the present 
controversy about the embargo. The controversy is being carried 
on almost wholly on a moral and religious plane. 

On the one hand are the liberals, with their intense moral in- 
dignation against Fascism, who would like to repeal the embargo 
even if American interests were not threatened by Fascist victories. 
The New Dealers, who are moving heaven and earth to have the em- 
bargo lifted, are conspicuous in this group. And, if his private 
sympathies are the test, the President should be classed with them. 
On the other hand are American Roman Catholics, naturally out- 
raged by Loyalist treatment of their Spanish co-religionists, and 
therefore pro-Franco and bitterly opposed to repeal of the embargo. 

Roman Catholic agitation to keep the embargo has unquestion- 
ably brought the situation to the present dead center. Letters and 
telegrams have poured in on the senate. A single senator re- 
ceived 25.000 of them. And thus the President fears to follow his 
inclinations, while congress nervously sits tight. Neither will take 
the initiative. and thus nothing can be done. All of which leads 
up to an obvious question: Is it wise to solve the problems of for- 
eign policy on moral or religious, rather than practical, grounds?

ONE WORD MORE 
By RALPH. McGILL. 


INDUSTRIAL PLANNING—AND TAXES A preliminary re- 

port to the Indus< 
trial Development Council by Joseph Hosmer, research fellow in 
industrial economics at the state engineering experiment station at 
Georgia Tech reveals a story. 

The economic importance of an industry’ to a community ig 
measured by the amount of value added to the material -in the 
manufacturing process. 

The more added value there is in the finished product the more 
that industry will benefit a community. The value added, for in- 
stance, to timber from the time it is felled until it emerges as a 
piece of excellent furniture, is considerable. 

It therefore becomes almost axiomatic that an industry in which 
the value added is greater than the material cost will bring a broader 
state or community prosperity than one in which value added is 
less than the material cost. 

All this explains, as it develops, why Georgia can pay less 
taxes. 

In the census of manufactures the item of Value Added. is the 
sum of three items: 

1—Factory wages. 

2—Factory salaries (i. e., clerical, technical and supervisory sals 
aries paid in connection with manufacturing). 

3—The gross manufacturing margin. 

That last item is the one which really tells the viory. 
this margin, and out of the margin must come: 

1—Selling expense. 

2—Advertising. 

3—General administration costs. 

4—Taxes. 

5S—Interest. 

6—Profit (or loss). 

It is, of course, apparent that the pay roll items affect the most 
people in the community. This means wages and salaries. 

Nevertheless, the state is greatly concerned with the “margin” 
which is left. The state must obtain its ‘taxes and other benefits 
from the “value added” item. Therefore a state is interested in 
having industries in which there is a high “value added” in manu- 
facture. 


A BIT OF STUDY The study already made reveals that the 

“margin” item for-all the industries in the 
United States was. according to the last census figures, those of 
1935, as 36.77 per cent. Therefore, any industry which has a cor- 
sponding ratio that is higher than that percentage seems likely to 
be in a more favorable position than the average. In the same 
manner, any Georgia industry which has a higher ratio of “margin” 
than the rest of the United States has a more favorable condition. 

Pointing out that the study is but begun and not decisive or 
final in any respect, the report points out that it has reviewed al- 
most 100 industries. It has selected a tentative list of 30 as having 
a probable superiority of opportunity in Georgia andgthe south be- 
cause of the south’s materials. The industries are: 

Shortening, sugar refining, meat packing, sausages, motor vee 
hicles, insecticides, canned fish, canned fruits and vegetables, paper, 
leather, worsted woven goods, motor vehicle bodies, non-ferrous al- 
loys, bread and bakery, steel works and rolling mills, rayon weav- 
ing, cotton woven goods, woolen woven goods, knit underwear, 
cement, cotton narrow fabrics, rubber goods, synthetic resin plastic, 
glass, yarn dyeing, rayon and allied products, lumber and timber, 
turpentine and resin, aircraft, pottery and porcelain. 

The report hastens to say the list is not inclusive. Nor does it 
mean these are assured of success. There will be more planning 
and more tests and additional reports. 


THAT “ADDED VALUE” The report indicates, backed by the 
government’s industrial census fig- 
ures, why some states have more ability to pay taxes. Their gross 
manufacturing margin, out of which comes taxes, advertising, sell- 
ing expense, interest and profit, all are, with one exception, larger 
than Georgia’s. 
Without going too 
much to show a few examples.

In North Carolina, for example, 
the average wage is 38.3 cents per hour. This produces, in that 
state, a gross manufacturing margin of 51 cents. Therefore, there 
has been created “added value” and there is more money to pay 
taxes, salesmen, to take out ads in newspapers and magazines, to 
pay for efficient administration and ta create a profit. 

Georgia’s average wage is 37.8 cents per hour but the “added 
value” created by that hour’s work is shown, by the government 
census, to be only 23 cents as against North Carolina’s 51 cents. 
Alabama’s wage is shown as somewhat higher, 40 cents (because of 
the steel company wages) and the added value is 36 cents against 
Georgia’s 23. Out of the nine southeastern states, Georgia has in- 
dustries which produce less ‘‘added value” than any state except 
one. That is South Carolina. The wage there was given at 36.1 
cents with an added value created of only 13 cents. 

North Carolina has the very obvious “added value” industries 
of cigarets, furniture and a high grade of finished textile products. 

Georgia, therefore, needs more industries of the type which can 
take advantage of natural resources and markets and which can, 
therefore, add value in the process of manufacture. Until there is 
that type of industrialization, there will not be enough “added 
value” to produce taxes.

Frequently you hear it said that anybody who will apply him- 
self diligently can become anything he wishes to be. Said to the 
right person, that is true; said to anyone else, it is silly. 

If there are 50 boys and girls in a high school graduating class,

The Badger had battled the storm 
and pulled in near the coast. The

also had warships there, all mass- | 


ed together. 

About 8 a. m., just when every- 
thing appeared to be going very 
smoothly, five fast, modern type 
bombing planes flew overhead at 
about 6,000 feet. They were a pret- 
ty sight in the bright sunlight un- 
til, suddenlv we saw bombs splash 
near the French destroyers 
explode with thunderous roars. 

The crew on the Omaha sprang 
into action. 

An officer called, ““Man the bat- 
teries,”’ and without the loss of a 
second, the Omaha’s antiair guns 
were loaded and sighted on the 
bombers. The Qmaha didn’t fire, 
but she was ready if more direct- 
ly menaced. 

I saw antiaircraft shells burst 
over the coast near the French de- 
stroyers. At first it appeared that 
the burst came from land batteries 
but it developed later that one ‘of 
the destroyers had opened fire. 

Great alarm was felt for the 
safety of the rescue party and the 
refugees. A motor launch and a 
whaleboat had gone shorewards to 
pick them up and they were right 
in the zone where the bombs were 
dropping. It all turned out very 
fortunately, however, as far as the 


Americans were concerned. Some. 


bombs fell in the breakwaters so 
close to the whaleboat loaded with 


American refugees they could hear | 


them whistle as they fell. Some of 
the men had to fall flat on the 
beach to keep from being hit.

Half - Starved Inhabitants 
Beg for Food; Bread
